The bonus bonds were voted at a 
epecial election Aug. 2, 1921, to pay 
a bonus of $19 a month to all Mis- 
sourilans who served in the recent 
world war between April 6, 1917, and 
Nov. 11, 1918. The constitutional 
amendment authorizing the issuance 
oa? these bonds instructed the Legis- 
lature to exact such laws as may be 
necessary to carry the amendment 
into effect, and under that authoriza- 
tion a bonus act was passed by the 
second extra session of the Legisla- 
ture and siened by Gov. Hyde on 
Armistice day, Nov. 11, last. 

Emergency Clause in BIII. 

The bill, as passed, carried an 
emergency clause, declaring that it 
should be in force and effect from 
aml after its passage for the reason 
that “many of the beneficiaries of 
this act are not employed and in dire 
need of the partial compensation 
souglht.to be provided for them in | 
this act.” 

The court, however, held that 
“this law is an act of the Legisla- 
ture that under section 57 of article 
4 of the Constitution (the initiative 
and referendum section) is subject 
to the referendum.” 

Judge Woodson wrote the ma-— 
jority opinion of the Court in which 
Chief Justice J. T. Blair and Judges 
Graves, Elder and Walker con- 
curred, with Judge D. E. Blair con- 
curring in a separate opinion and 
Judge Higbee dissenting in an opin- | 
laon in which he concurred in all of 
the opinion except that relating to | 
the emergency clause, holding that | 
the law should have become opera- | 
tive upon its passage and signature | 
by the Governor. 

In the belief that the emergency 
clause was valid and the law in 
force from Noy.

Leslie C. Ferguson, attorney for 
Miss Evans, who was in court with 
his client, said afterward it had nev- 
er been his intention to offer objec- 
tion to the probate of the will as, in 
his opinion, that would merely com- 
plicate matters for Miss Evans. 

“We wanted the will to g0 
through,” Ferguson added, “‘and ex- 
pected it to do so just as it has. We 
shall now present our claims to the 
executors of the estate and the case 
will be tried out before th. Surro- 
gate. Had we had any other inten- 
tion, certainly I should have offered 
an objection in court.” 

Apparently No Friction. 

Miss Evans, stylishly dressed, sat 
in the rear of the courtroom with 
her attorney. Before and after the 
hearing she chatted in a friendly 
manner with some of the Hanna 
heirs.

It was to ask him about his Amer- 
ican impressions, the things here 
that have most interested him since 
he arrived, to write for the Post- 
Dispatch and New York World his 
provocative, prophetic and tragical- 
ly sincere articles on the conference 
for the limitation of armament that 
I sought out the great novelist, his- 
torian and intellectual leader, in 
the quiet corner of New York where 
He sat at 
his desk, a stocky figure, looking— 
with his square, florid face, his clear, 
prominent eyes, in his brown hair, 
the glint of gold that becomes more 
pronounced in eyebrows and closely 
trimmed mustache—exactly what he 
has called himself, ‘“‘a very English 
Englishman.” His smile is partic- 
ularly warm and winning, especial- 


ly when it travels up to irradiate his | 


eyes His voice is low and soft, he 
chooses his words with care, and his 
most characteristic conversational 
trick is a way of looking-up at the 
end of his sentences from under the 
@verhanging brows, with depreca- 
tion or humor or finality in his 
giance. 

“If you will put your questions I 
will do my best with them,” he said, 
simply, after he and I had agreed 
to waive, in this interview, gl] re- 
marks on the tallness of our build- 
ings, the beauty of our women and 
similar tags from the rag bag of 
talks for publication. 

Dancing on Precipice. 

“In one of your first articles,”’ I 
said, “you spoke of being impressed 
by the recklessly gay vitality of 
America, and you intimated that we 
were dancing on the edge of a 
precipice. Is that still your dominant 
reaction about us?’ 

“So far as America is concerned, 
the precipice 1® pretty well fenced,” 
he answered. “I do not want to pose 
as an alarmist about America; con- 
ditions. here are, of course, vastly 
different from what they are in Eu- 
rope. And there is little question 
that you would adjust yourselves and 
pull through; that life for you would 
not change .so very greatly, even if 
Europe goes over into the abyss. 
You would miss a certain stimulus” 

°* * Mr. Wells’ quiet voice 
lapsed into the pause, punctuated by 
three dots, which is so familiar to 
his readers. “And F think there is 
no question,” he resumed, “that if 
you allow the collapse of Eurepe you 
miss your manifest destiny, that of 
being the greatest nation that has 
existed in the world” * * * 

Again, as Mr. Wells ceased to 
speak, one instinctively supplied the 
triple periods that always seem to 
say to the person immersed in “The 
New Machiavelli” or “Joan and 
Peter.”’_. “Stop and think about this 
a minute.” But I had another query 
ready. 

“As ‘an English Englishman,’ 
haven't you been impressed by the 
lack of persona! liberty in America?”

“It seems to me a great pity.”’ Mr. 
Wells continued. ‘“‘that the American 
Constitution permitted the addition 
of such an amendment as that which 
seeks tO regulate personal habits. I 
think Americans might have had 
more respect for their Constitution 
than to make it the vehicle of sump- 
tuary laws. Yet, I believe that ulti- 
have dry Ameprtca,

not continue to break the law and 
keep your dignity. You will grow 
tired of drinking surreptitiously. I 
am perfectly willing to go and get 
a drink, but I don’t want to g0 
around the corner for it, to have 
dealings with bootleggers. I think 
America will decide either to modify 
the amendment—is it the eight- 
eenth?—or to make herself really 
dry, even at the cost of considerable 
personal discomfort.”’ 

‘But do you find that we are in- 
terested in the law and its dignity?” 
I submitted. “You remember Kip- 
ling’s analysis of the American spirit 
‘that bids him flout the law he 
makes, that bids him make the law 
he flouts.” You have been in New 
York during what its citizens call a 
‘crime wave.’ Hasff't American law- 
lessness impressed you ?”’ 


“I think it may be the difference 
between living in a large country and 
living in a little one,’’ he answered, 
tolerantly, adding, with a smile: “If 
a man picks your pocket in London, 
he can almost be seen from any high 
point in the entire land. When a 
country is 300 miles long, it may be 
possible to have a policeman every 
miles; when a country is 8000 miles 
wide that cant be done. I should 
sav that the enormous size of Amer- 
ica, and its consequent facilities for 
the escape and concealment of crim- 
inals, are responsible for the amount 
of lawlessness, rather than any ele- 
ment in the national character.” 


Tt was in 1906 that H. G. Wells 
paid us his last visit, and 15 years 
elapsed before his return last Novem- 
ber. 80 I asked him what material 
changes he had noticed. 

“Everything is more speedy.” he 
itemized. “In 1806 New York was 
not a city of motor cars: there were 
horsee on the streets and  horse- 
drawn buses. Everybody ts more 
comfortable; devices for increasing 
the ease and convenience of people 
have multiplied enormously. 


Wastage of Food. 


“Coming as I do from starving 
Europe, I cannot help being im- 
pressed by the tremendous wastage 
of food tn thie country. There is not 
food to waste anywhere abroad. not 
even in Engiand Yet here I never 
go to a restaurant without being 
forced to leave at least half my por- 
tion on my plate. And when I see 
that half slice of roast beef, that is 
destined to be thrown away, I can- 
not escape the thought of the hun- 
gry man or woman, to whom it would 
mean so much, in Russia, where I 
was not so long ago.” 


“Doesn't it seem to vou that we 
waste money on other things hesides 
food?" I suggested. “Our profiteers 
have their new wealth to spend.” 

“But everybody seems to get some 
of it,”"” commented Mr. Wells. “Ap- 
parently, there is enough to go 
round. I have never seen’ greater 
diffusion of general prosperity.” 
Then he Grew the contrast between 
our “happy people’ and Europeans

His verdict on the-concrete results 
achieved the conference is that 
they, in themselves, are of doubtful 
consequence. 

He counts the meeting a great 
success, however. inasmuch as he 
views it as a vital one of a chain of 
events in the construction of a sys- 
tematic organization of world peace. 

Viewed in this light, he said, it 
was not only necessary that it 
should be held, but having been 
held. it has been an enormous step 
in the desired direction. 

One of its most immediate bene- 
ficial effects, 48 Wells sees it, is the 
calling of the all-European financial 
and economic conference at Genoa, 
which he said could not have been 
called or held but for the Washing- 
ton meeting. In this connection he 
deplores only the fact that the new 
parley is not to be held in an Amer- 
ican atmosphere. 

View of America. 


The one great consideration forced 
upon Wells by his acquaintance with 
the United States, aside from - the 
arms conference, is the struggle here 
for freedom of speech and freedom 
of discussion. He was roused by 
the evidences he observed in this 
country of tendencies to suppress 
expressions of political radicalism 
and discussion of birth control more 
than by any other circumstance he 
encountered. 

Once the news spread over the 
Adriatic that H. G. Wells was aboard 
no doubt remained in the minds of 
those who saw the ship off that 
Wells was to be the star attraction 0 
the great liner on the voyage across. 
As he chatted with friends and news- 
paper men on deck and on the wide 
staircase landings inside his fellow 
passengers made _  circies of space 
about him to gaze at the man who 
resembled a Wall Street broker 
more than one of the world’s great- 
est intellectuals. 

Conversation on Ship. 


Chatting with a group of young 
foreigners—returning attaches of a

Wells asked them how they had en- 
joyed the visit to Washington. One 
replied: 

‘We never saw so much liquor in 
all of our lives—and never drank so 
much.” 

A reporter asked Wells how pro- 
kibition struck him. He said it 
didn't.

He smiled very 
broadly indeed.

GREAT LAKES-ST. LAWRENCE 
WATERWAY PLAN APPROVED

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Approval 
is being given the proposed Great 
Lakes-St. Lawrence waterway by the 
International Joint Commission in a 
report which has been transmitted te 
the American State Department and 
the Canadian Government. 

The report will be transmitted 
within a few days by the State De- 
partment to Congress and will not 
be made public until then.

Japanese Marquis Now Said to Have Been in. 


Coma Which Was Mistaken for Death

HONOLULU, T. H., Jan. 7.— 
A report that Marquis Okuma 1s 
still alive, and that the news of his 
death given out yesterday from 
Tokio was erroneous, was contained 
in a Tokio cablegram received here 
late today by the Japanese language 
newspaper Nippu Jiji. Attending 
physicians were quoted in the cable- 
gram. 

The Marquis, officially deelared 
dead yesterday, regained conscious- 
ness today and was still breathing 
Slightly when the cablegram was 
filed, it declared. His physicians an- 
nounced that a state of coma into 
which the Marquis had fallen had 
been mistaken for death. 

News of Okuma’s death was not 
officially announced in Tokio until 
several hours after he had sunk into

Attorney, in Housing Inquiry, 
Calls Attention to Gen- 
eral Electric Co.

NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—The Leck- 
wood Committee's inquiry into the 
condition relating to housing costs 
was turned yesterday by. Samuel 
Untermyer upon: the manvufacturers 
light bulbs and fizstures. 

In an address to the committes 
Untermyer asserted he had received 
information tending to show that the 
General Electric Ce. had euch a grip 
upon the industry that it had been 
able to obtain from $5€,.000,000 to 
$100,000,000 a year more than it 
might seem entitied to upon the sale 
of light buios. The same conmtpany 
was described by one witness as & 
grasping monopoly and an arbitrary 
fixer of prices, 

Owing to the fact that the hear- 
ing was adjourned early out of re- 
spect for Senator Charlies C. Lock- 
wood, whose father had just died, 
the Genera] Electric Co. did not get 
a chance to answer these charges 
before the committee. It vigorously 
denied them, however. in a  state- 
ment issued later in the day. Coun- 
sel for the company also asserted 
that instead of increasing the cost of 
lighting. the company, through its 
current saving devices, saves the 
consumers upward of $1,500,000.0060 
each year. 

The attack upon the company was 
made by Harvey Wilson Harper of 
Newark, N. J.. who said that he now 
was making miniature light bucbs 
under a “license” from the General 
Electric Co. which prohibits him 
from doing more than $480,000. 
worth of bueiness a year. Prior te 
obtaining this license he said he at- 
tempted three times to conduct an 
independent businéss, each effort 
ending in the absorption of hie con- 
cern by the General Electric. In 
limiting his quota, he said. a “Mr. 
Burrows) of the General Blectrie, 
told him they were going to “clip 
my wings.” Despite the “elipping”’ 
he said, he is doing a business of 
about $1.400.000 a vear. |

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 7.—Gov. 


Hyde today gave to the Post-Dis- | 


patch an analysis of the taxation 
policies of his administration, in a 
prepared statement, which follows: 

“Six months ago, taxpayers were 
being told weird stories that their 
taxes were to be doubled, trebled or 
worse. Farms and homes were to be 
sold for taxes. Gov. Gardner had 


_.tried to follow the law, and assess 


property at its true value. He failed. 
The present administration succeed- 
ed. On the superheated imagination 
of the Bourbon press, ruin was im- 
minent for everybody. 

“Most people have now paid their 
taxes, It is possible to adequately 
cauge the situation and to discuss the 
effects of full valuation. We can 
now discuss it on the basis of the tax 
receipts itself, and not on the basis 
of the ravin&s of the Democrat edi- 
tor, who had been blasted loose from 
his perquisites. 

“The State revenue tax has been 
reduced from $4,041,815.19 collected 
in 1920 to $3,252,325.78 in 1921; the 
Capitol building tax has been re- 
duced from $538,913.19 in 1920 to 
$464,617.82 in 1921. The State in- 
terest tax was abolished for this bi- 
ennium, saving $269,456.46. Total 
reduction in property tax for State 
purposes, $1,133,278.54. 

Tax for Pensions for Blind. 

“The people in November, 1920, 
voted a tax to pay pensions for the 
blind. This was a totally new tax, 
was not levied by past administra- 
tions, and is not in any wise charge- 
able to the present administration. 
It amounts to $929,235.64. Even if 
this tax were charged to the present 
administration (which could not 
justly be done) the tax collected by 
the State of Missouri has been re- 
duced $204,043.10. 

“In four years, the former admin- 
istration increased taxes 44,8 per 
cent, or from $3,742,692 in 1917, to 
$5,807,946 in 1920. The property 
tax for State purposes increased 
$1,565,264 for 1920 over 1917. In 
one year the present adminis- 
tration has reduced taxes $1,133,278 
over 1920, or 23 per cent. We are 
back to substantially the 1917 fig- 
ure, , 
Situation in Marion County. 

“Considering now the situation in 
Marion County, the tax for State 
purposes in 1920 was $25,871.41; in 
1921, $21,769.72; a decrease of $4,- 
101.69. WHereafter in these figures 
the blind pension tax will not be 
considered because it was voted by 
the people, not the present admin- 
istration. The Hyde administration 
will collect therefore for State pur- 
poses $4101.69 less than the Gard- 
ner administration did jn 1920. 

“Marion County will’receive back 
from the State for the support of 
her public schools $35,270.88. In 
1920 Marion County received from 
the Gardner administration for the 
‘support of her schools, $22,718.71. 
Thus Marion County receives from 
ihe State $12,552.07 more than she 
did in 1920. She pays $4101.69 less 
in 1921 than ehe did in 1920. The 
balance in favor of Marion County is 
$16,653.76 in 1921. 

“In 1920 Marion County paid in 
State revenue taxes $25,871.41 and 
received back $22,718.71 for her 
schools, a loss of $3152.70. In 1921 
Marion County paid in State revenue 
taxes $21,769.72 and received back 
for her schools $35,270.88, a gain of 
$13,501.16. Marion County there- 
fore changes a 1920 loss of $3152.70 


into a 1921 gain of $13,501.16, a 


total gain of $16,663.86.
